A Difficult Salvacine Ta 


Raising Of German Battle Cruiser Is ; 
Remarkable Feat 

Draped in slime and seaweed, the 
keel of the battle cruiser Moltke has 
been lifted above the surface of the 
water in the old anchorage ground at 
Scapa Flow in the Orkneys, where 
the German fleet was interned after 
its surrender in the Firth of Forth on 
November 21, 1918, and where the 
vessels were scuttled by their crews 
on June 21, 1919. 

When the wreck is finally beached 
in shallow water to be broken up, one 
of the most dificult jobs in the his- 
tory of salvage will have come to a 
successful ‘conclusion. ‘The 27,000-ton 
Hindenburg, another of the scuttled 
batile cruisers, was ralsed with Jess 
difficulty. She Jay on an even keel, so 
that Hf{ting her, while a tremendous 
job, was a stralght textbook problem. 
The Ufting of the Moltke, which turn- 
ed turtle as she sank, has presented 
great difficulties. In her case the sue- 
cessful salvage work has been: due 
largely to the ingenuity of I. 1. Cox, 
f spare, nervous, pallid Londoner in 
his early forties, who at Scapa Flow 
is usually found smeared from head 
to foot with grease and rust. 

Mr. Cox is a shipwrecker and serap 
iron merchant who never did a sal 
vage job in his life until he went to 
Scapa Flow three years ago. In the 
lonely Orkneys, which lie so far 
north of Scotland that you can read t 
newspaper outdoors at midnight at 
this time of year, he and a gang of 
100 laborers have lifted 22 scuttled 
destroyers, the battle cruiser Tin- 
denburg and now the Moltke. 

In ordinary salvage no two jobs 
are ever exactly alike, and that holds 
good at Scapa Flow, where the scut- 
tled vessels He fn every conceivable 
position, Mr. Cox has pumps capa- 
ble of handling more than a ton of 
water a second. IIc has pneumatic 
hammers, drills and riveters capable 
of delivering 1,500 blows a minute, 
elther under water or above the sur- 
face. He has electric lamps to illu- 
mine the water in the slimy hold of a 
sunken vessel. He has a huge pon- 
toons of various sizes, shaped so that 
they fit closely to the outer skin of 2 | 
sunken ship. These when fastened 
Into place beneath the water, are 
pumped out and the air within them 
exerts its lifting power. His salvag- 
ing ship—a floating machine shop 
with derricks capable of handling 
welghts up to fifty tons—has power- 
ful engines for towing.

The Soviet policy is not national,

Communism must fall, too, because

who went to Russla for short visits, 
not knowing the language, and were 
shown what it was thought they 
had no means of secing 
anything more, 

“Bolshevist fanaticfem was ant! 

“It wish- 
ed to destroy all religions. The 
clytlization which we valued = today 
had been the outcome of various 
religious inovements, Anything which 
proposed to scrap the past, to’ say 
that religious movements counted for 
nothing, or that the old ideas of 
norality and the values which haa 
hitherto obtained as between truth 
and falsehood should go—any move- 
ment on those lines was working to 
deprive humanity of something to 
which it would always aspire, and in 
‘that way it was bound to fail.”

Canada’s Student Body 
Eighty-three Colleges In Operation 
In Dominion Last Year 
Canada had eighty-three colleges in 
operation last year. Of this total, 
there were 42 aflNated institutions, 
{ucluding 31. classical colleges, little 
seminaries and independent non-sub- 
sidized classical schools in Quebec, 30 
theological, 4 agricultural, 2 law, 1 
military, 1 technical, 1 commercial, 1 

pharmacy and 1 veterinary> 

The total registration of these col- 
leges was approximately 7,752, in ad- 
didion to 8,059 included with second- 
ary technical institutions. This regis- 
tration, according to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, composed about 
5,600 doing work of untversity stand- 


urd, 6,200 work preparatory to matri- | 


culation, and the remainder taking 
yacation courses. extension courses, 
evening courses and the likes 

Of the students of university stand- 
ard, by far the largest group were in 
arts, with a total of 3,053. Theology, 
philosophy, medical and missionary 
courses and related subjects ranked 
second with 1,154. Agriculture was 
third with 450, and law fourth with 
a total of 404. Pharmacy had 14 
students, commerce 112, veterinary 
science 66 and engineering 39. Practl- 
cally alk the students of university 
grade were full time siudents.

While designed primarily for the 
use of its own ships, the C.P.R. will 
allow pier B-C to he used hy the ships 
of other lines. Its length of 1,140 feet 
permits the docking on cither side, of 
the largest of the present day trans- 
Pacific boats—the Empress of Can- 
ada, 640 feet in length—with a 


smaller vessel. Its width of 331 feet 
permits a r.oderate sized boat to be 
docked at the off-shore end at the 
same time that either or both sides of 
the rier are in use. . 

A special feature of the construction 
of the pier is that a promenade is 
constructed down each side of the pier 
leading from the head- house over 
the roofs of the freight sheds.
